Students from Marie of 
the Incarnation, St. Jean de 
Brebeuf and Mother Teresa 
Catholic schools held assem¬ 
blies, prayed for justice, and 
paraded through town to 
Holy Martyrs of Japan Catho¬ 


lic Church on May 8 - carrying 
signs that called for kindness, 
respect for human rights, edu¬ 
cation for all and an end to 
poverty and bullying. 

At Mother Teresa, each 
class made posters, and 
shared their achievements 
over the school year. Some 
classes participated in the 
Teddy Bear Drive and coat 
drive for Coats for Kids; oth¬ 
ers collected non-perishable 
food for the local food bank. 


Some cleaned up the envi¬ 
ronment, by picking up trash 
from around their school. 

Students were involved in 
ShareLife, collected plastic 
milk bags to be transformed 
into bed mats, sent prayers 
and assistance to earthquake 
victims in Nepal, and learned 
more about international issues 
that included child labour, and 
in Canada, poverty in isolated 
First Nations commumues.

Work to rule

The Elementary Teachers’ 
Federation Ontario (EFTO) 
served notice to the Ontario 
Public School Boards’ Asso¬ 
ciation (OPSBA) that its 
76,000 members would 
begin strike action, start¬ 
ing May 11 - after more than 
eight months without a con- 

But at this point, teachers will 
remain in the classroom, and 
woik-to-rule. 

The Simcoe County District 
School Board has announced 
that all of its schools will remain 
open during the job action, and 
that in-school child care centres 
and before-and-after school 
programs will operate as regu¬ 
larly scheduled. 

Extracurricular activities, 
including field trips and grad¬ 
uation ceremonies, will go 
ahead as planned, and teach¬ 
ers continue to provide extra 
help to students, talk with par¬ 
ents, and fulfill their supervi¬ 
sory duties. 

What they won’t do is super¬ 
vise the EQAO standardized 
provincial tests, provide admin¬ 
istrative support, fill in com¬ 
ments on report cards, or par¬ 
ticipate in Professional Devel¬ 
opment days, relating to Minis- 
tiy of Education initiatives. 

ETFO president Sam Ham¬ 
mond has called the work-to¬ 
rtile action “Phase One,” sug¬ 
gesting that further action will 
be taken if there is no progress 
at the bargaining table. The 
union has identified provincial 


demands, relating to class size, 
preparation time and hiring 
practices, as key sticking points 
- in addition to a possible wage 

The parties in the labour dis¬ 
pute were called in by the Medi¬ 
ator for further talks on Monday 
morning, but by 11 a.m. those 
talks had broken down. Ham¬ 
mond stated, “ETFO will con¬ 
tinue Phase One of its work- 
to-rule strike action. In order 
for real progress to be made at 
the central table, OPSBA and 
the Liberal government need

He called on OPSBA to 
"move beyond opening posi¬ 
tions to meaningful bargain¬ 
ing’’ - and noted that the work- 
to-rule action will continue 
“until bargaining issues are 
resolved, or ETFO deems fur¬ 
ther actions are required.”

On the secondary level, 
seven Ontario Secondary 
School Teachers’ Federation 
(OSSTF) bargaining units have 
filed for conciliation. Three of 
those - Peel, Durham and Rain¬ 
bow - are now on strike and on 
the picket line; the other four 
are in a legal strike position. The 
Simcoe County District School 
Board is not lacing strike action, 
but is continuing the bargain¬ 
ing process, and describes its 
relationship with the union as

The Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury held a 
public information ses¬ 
sion on May 7 for residents 
of Green Valley - provid¬ 
ing details of the planned 
reconstruction of Simcoe 
Rd., between the 6th Line 
and Canal Road, replace¬ 
ment of the watermain, and 
installation of sewers and 
forcemains along Line 5 
and Simcoe. 

About 50 residents 
turned out to view the pic¬ 
ture boards, and ask ques- 

and consultants. 

Simcoe Road will be 
reconstructed as a two-lane 
urban road, with curbs, a 
1.5-metre-wide sidewalk 
on the west side of the road, 
and a 2.5-metre multi-use 
pathway on the east side. 
The multi-use path will 


eventually connect to a new 
trail system in the Holland 

Existing driveway cul¬ 
verts will be replaced, but 
the grade of private prop¬ 
erty along the road will not 
be changed. Instead, the 
town plans to construct a 
swale, connected to a new 
stormwater system, to pro¬ 
tect properties that are 
below the level of the road. 

Streetlights will be 
installed, using existing 
hydro poles as well as new 
light standards - and at the 
end of the project, there 
will be “proper landscap¬ 
ing” of the boulevard, noted 
manager of capital projects, 
Khurram Tunio. 

Residents were pleased 
with plans for lighting, 
sidewalks, and the option 
to hook up to a new sani¬ 
tary sewer, that will connect 

through the Bradford Cap¬ 


ital subdivision and new 
Green Valley Pumping Sta¬ 
tion. 

They were less pleased 
with the proposed timeline. 

“Our plan is to tender 

Tunio - bringing the pro¬ 
posal back to council in 
August, to award the con¬ 
tract. Construction would 
begin in September, but the 
first phase of the work will 
be on Line 5, from High¬ 
way 500 eastward, and the 
easement between the road 
and Simcoe Road. Only the 
Simcoe Rd. forcemain will 
be installed before winter; 
the rest of the work, includ¬ 
ing paving, won't take 
place until 2016 - leaving 
some residents dismayed 
that they will have to face 
another year of potholes, 
bumps and dust.

Back at 
The Times 


\/\l ho knew that six weeks 

V V could flash by so quickly? 

On March 19,1 started a six-week 
break, stepping away from my role 
as editor of The Bradford Times for 
the first time since the paper began, 
in October of 1991. 

My husband was going in for 
a triple bypass: no angina, no 
heart attack, just an astute family 
practitioner who looked at his 
family's medical history, and sent 
him for a stress test. It’s never 
reassuring to be told you are a 
“ticking time bomb." 

The surgery went well, and the 
level of care provided at Southlake 
was outstanding - in sharp 
contrast with some of our previous 
experiences, at hospitals in Toronto. 
Within days of his surgery, he was 
up and walking; by Monday, he was 
at home. 

Now, just six weeks after his 
surgery, he’s back at work, on 
limited duty - and I’m back at The 
Times. 

The time passed so quickly, I 
hardly noticed. But I’ve come back 
to a different landscape. It’s not just 
that winter has, finally, given way to 
spring, and trees are in full leaf. 

For one thing, we are now 
officially Postmedia. As part of 


that change, there has been a 
change in the way the newspaper 
is composed. It’s an automatic 
system; the week's stories and 
photos are sent up to Barrie, to be 
placed on the pages. It means no 
more late nights, on Tuesdays - but 
also no last-minute additions. Gone 
are the days when I could accept 
an impassioned plea from a local 
organization or church, and slip a 
notice of an upcoming event into 
the paper at noon on Wednesday. 
Deadline is deadline. And space 
constraints determine more than 
ever what gets into the paper each 

But we’re working on it. We are a 
work in progress. 

I also came back to discover that 
the federal government passed a 
“balanced budget.” 

We have our doubts. Considering 
the impact of low oil prices, the 
loss of jobs in the oil sector, the 
burgeoning trade deficit, we can’t 
help but wonder if the figures have 
been fudged - especially since over 
$1 billion has been taken from a 
contingency fund, to balance the 
budget. Sorry, but we’ve always 
believed that “contingencies” are 
emergencies. Balancing the budget 
and looking good in an election 
year is not an emergency.

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Taking steps for 
Save the Mothers

St John's Presbyterian Church in Brad¬ 
ford hosted a Mother’s Day Walk for Save 
the Mothers on May 9 - one of 18 walks 
held across North America, to raise funds 
for an organization that takes a unique 
approach to maternal health. 

An estimated 800 mothers die in child¬ 
birth every day, worldwide. Lack of access 
to basic medical care, lack of knowledge 
and lack of public policy contribute to the 
mortality rate. Save the Mothers focuses 
largely on awareness, among the public 
and policy-makers - training health care 
providers, educators and political leaders 
in countries that include Uganda, where 
on average 16 women die in childbirth 

The organization is also involved in 
fundraising to purchase “Mama Kits” 
containing basic medical supplies that 
include surgical instruments, sutures, 
pads and and gloves, but, says Dr. Dan 
Scott, “The problem is not money. There's 
enough money in Africa.” 

The problem is directing the money 
towards mothers and maternal health, 
and changing attitudes. 

Dr. Scott, Reverend at St. John’s, is 
Managing Director of Save the Mothers. 
He has traveled to Africa, to host work¬ 
shops for local clergy, and to participate 
in walks that have seen crowds of up to 
15,000 people come out to participate, 
and contribute towards the purchase of 
the Mama Kits. 

At a walk in Buganda Kingdom, “Cana¬ 
dians presented about 100 Mama Kits,” 
but more importandy, challenged a local 
bank and sugar company to match that 
contribution, Scott said. The bank and 
company accepted the challenge, each 
presenting 300 kits.
